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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 27-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
of record failed to teach or suggest, receiving, at the image calibration processing device, a 
calibration object image photographed in accordance with an instruction for calibration 
photographing; performing a calibration process using the received calibration object image; 
receiving, at the image calibration processing device, a subject image transmitted from the user 
terminal and photographed by a camera used to photograph the calibration object image; 
performing a calibration on the subject image in accordance with results of the calibration 
process to form a corrected subject image; and returning the formed corrected subject image 
from the image calibration processing device to the user terminal. Therefore, in combination 
with all the other limitations claims 27-44 are allowable. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
